BOOK REVIEW 

Were We Controlled? - Lincoln Lawrence 
( University Books, New Hyde Park, New York) 

(InDSR the pseudonym of Lincoln Lawrence, ^ noted newsmen and T.V. commentator 
invest^ates the intriguing, dark depths of the underlying plot in the mentioned book:

Mr, I claims personal contact with some of 
the major suspects in the Kennedy assassina 
-tion (letters in our files). Here is a 
• first in a serial part. 

V\/ ITH regard to the Garrison investigations, I will now state what I know, and 
may be repeating what I have said in a previous letter. I have had no personal con- 
tact with District Attorney Garrison, although I have reason to believe he knows of 
my existence. I do not consider myself free to disclose anything that I know when the 
question of the matter being communicated to me as a clergyman is involved, but I con- 
sider myself free to comment on matters that have been published in the papers, connect- 
ed with material in my files. 

I was associated with my former ordinary in a small church the English Rite 
Catholic Church founded by Jon Kasantka - which had been associated as an affiliated 
church with another body, the Patriarchate of America, Hyde resigned from the juris- 
diction and our group was merged with another small denomination, the American Catholic 
Church. Hyde broke communion with the American Catholic Church and an abortive effort 
to form a synod followed with Fr. Clarence E. Duffy and Archbishop Carl J. Stanley of 
Louisville, Kentucky and as a result I came in contact with two people who were publi- 
cized in connection with the Garrison investigations - Dave Ferrte and Jack Martin. 

|\/j Y sole contact with Ferrie ^ was a long distance phone conversation and a few 
letters. In 1963, Hyde wrote me at a time in which I had difficulties with him - that 
there were doubts about his moral character, but that he was going to make him a priest 
in the group. Later a synod of the group Hyde was associated with was broken up by the 
cops, and Ferrie was present at the synod seeking to be made a Bishop. This was in Aug 
-ust, 1963, not long before the assassination of our late President. . ..In 1965, Hyde 
issued a magazine, the Byzantine Criterion , in which he listed Dave Ferrie and Thomas 
A. Po Gilboy. ...as priests subject to Hyde's jurisdiction. 

J was ignorant at that time of the Warren Reports. These mentioned that Jack 
Martin ♦♦ had tried to get them to believe that Ferrie was implicated in a plot, but that 
Martin was not entitled to be taken seriously because of being a drunk - I have put Martin 
up two times in my apartment, and although he drinks like a fish, I can state definitely 
that he is not a drunk. He never goes under and holds his liquor. I personally do not 
drink, except for an occasional beer, and I do light on that. 

♦ David William Ferrie, a free-lance pilot and private investigator, died Feb. 22, five days 
after Jim Garrison charged that Ferrie conspired with Lee Harvey Oswald and others to 1 
the President. Ferrie was found dead in his apartment. The coroner's office said 'natural 
causes*. Garrison suspected suicide. Ferrie supposedly took a trip to Texas the day the 

President was shot. - 

•• Jack 3, Martin, a private investigator told the FBI that David William Ferrie might be 
connected in the assassination of the late President in November, I963. Upon this, the 
FBY arrested Ferrie, yet seemed to find no bases to Martin's accusations. Attorney Garri- 
son has found some evidence to indicate that the FBI is either with-holding or over-looking 
some important matters on Martin's claim. 
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p ROM what I have read in the papers, I ^ definitely sure that Ferrie was involved 
in such a plot (emphasis mine, Ed. )• 1 have been handicapped by being ignorant of Ferrie *s 

possible involvement until fairly recently and at the same time honestly and sincerely be 
-lieved that an entirely innocent man, Michael Itkin, was involved. I went so far as to 
write Senator George Smothers and try and get him to investigate Itkin. It is too involved 

- a story, but it is quite possible that Ferrie was responsible for creating the documenta- 
tion that led me to believe that Itkin was involved. 

* A S for as the Garrison Investigations are concerned, I need to make my position 
clear. I respect Garrison and subscribe to his philosophy. However, I am seeking to 
iostigiite a movement holding that the Church ought to keep out of politics, and I do not 
want to appear to be one holding that the Church should go into politics - to support 
Garrison^s side. A trickish situation exists. Evidence has been suppressed by the C.I.A. 
However, the National Council of Churches has also been involved. I am opposed to the 
N.C.C., but in order to get anywhere, I have to present ray opposition on a high level dis- 
associating myself from much of the opposition, and it would obviously compromise Garrison 
if church people got the idea that I was saying that the Churches were against him. I 
want to leave the Garrison matter to other people as much as possible, and not appear one 
seeking to involve myself in that matter as a publicity seeker; while at the same time, I 
am a publicity seeker, and need to identify myself as one who was persecuted by Hyde because 
as Superior of the Society of Domestic Clerics, I insisted on policies that would have 
kept people like Ferrie out of the Society. 

I have written to the Professor who has written the article in the Satxirday 
Evening Post, seeking to interest him in writing an article for FATE, with me listed as 

- a co-author. I would like to see him treat Ferrie from the point of view of philosophy, 
in accordance with the book on philosophy he has written.... 

I am going to write to Martin and will then write to you giving his address. 

He is a nice guy, but he is hard to get along with, since he is a Mister Know It All, 
and he thinks big whenever I think small and want to work with people who do not think 
too big. Jack wants to run anything he is in. I want to run whatever I am in, and when 
we get together things blow up. In contacting you I am taking it for granted that you are 
planning on running what you are seeking to start i^), and I am interested in you as a chan 
-nel and media, I am not seeking to move in on you. In contacting Jack you are going to 
run into one or two responses from himi he will either try to sell you on something he 
can handle, but is too big for either you or me, or else he will threaten you. However, 
he can be a good friend to you with the Garrison investigations. I want to write to him 
first before I make it possible for you to get in touch with him.
